There  are  several  different  options  regarding  loading  RP  data  into  Scribe.  Ideally,  they  would 
produce  a Scribe-ready  EDD  and  load  these  data  to  Scribe  themselves  and  publish  to  a 
separate  subscription.  Then  if  you  are  all  comfortable  with  it,  ERT  can  merge  these  data  with 
other  Scribe  projects  in  a combined  database.  We  can  also  have  ESAT  load  these  data  to 
Scribe  from  the  EDDs,  or  the  RP  can  submit  an  Excel  spreadsheet  or  Access  database  to  us.  I 
would  like  to  have  a more  in  depth  discussion  with  you,  Liz  and  Dan  about  these  data  and  see 
what  they  have.  John  may  also  want  to  be  in  on  this  discussion.
